WHERE IS AMUNDSEN? 


London Fears That He Is Risking 

Terrible Hazards to Beat Scott to the 

South Pole. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, April 21.—{Exctusive Dis- 
patch.] Capt. Amundsen. apparently 
is attempting to reach the South Pole 
by starting at the end instead of at 
the beginning of the brief Antarctic 
summer, thus facing the tremendous 
risk of traveling through the perils of 
winter. After the Bram reached 
Buenos Ayres on March 17, the cap- 
tain of the ship filed a message from 
Amundsen to his agents in Christiania 
wherein the explorer. says: “The dash 
south begins on the departure of the 
Fram.”

LION POUNDS OF SUGAR. 


Six Thousand Acres of Beets Have 
Been Contracted for and Most of 
It Is in Fine Growing State—Re- 
cent Santa Ana Wind Destroyed 
Fifty Acres. 


*.NAHEIM, April 21.—-With the ex- 
ception of the warehouse annex in 
which the finished product will be 
stored, and the pulp drying room, the 
construction work of the Anaheim Su- 
gar Company's big plant is sufficiently 
advanced as to insure its completion 
by the first of July. Work has been 
interrupted by delay In the arrival of 
structural steel but Contractor Schind- 
ler claims that, barring unforseen de- 
lays, the buildings will be completed 
within thirty days. 

The storage room, on which work is 
now being pushed, is 127x60 feet in di- 
mensions and 24 feet in height. A spur 
switch runs through it lengthwise and 
the floor is elevated to the height of 
a floor of a car for convenience In load- 
ing. 

The pulp drying apparatus has only 
recently been added to sugar factory 
equipment. Through it the pulp after 


and pressed into cakes, and the ob- 


yjectionable odor which has heretofore 


made sugar factories unpleasant neigh- 
bors, is eliminated or suppressed. 

The huge stack, eleven feet in diam- 
eter at the base, which towers to a 
height of 123 feet has just been finished 
at a cost of $8000. 

Nearly all machinery has been in- 
stalled and the main building presents 
a bewildering appearance to an out- 
sider. In addition to the other appar- 
atus twenty huge boilers have been 
installed in the -boller house, and a 
force of a Hundred workmen is now 
engaged in setting up the machinery, 
and putting the finishing touches to 
portions of the works. 

All but 160 acres of the 6000 acres 
contracted are planted and beets are 
@ fine stand. One hundred and sixty 
acres will be planted this week. The 
recent Santa Ana wind damaged less 
than fifty acres of the crop, very few 
acres being total loss. Beet fields are 
in fine shape, nearly all being thinned 
and a large crop is assured. 

Contracts have been made between 
the Anaheim Sugar Company 4nd the 
Santa Fe and Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Companies for installation of beet 
dumps at Downey, Norwalk, West- 
minster and Como siding. Construction 
of the dumps will begin about May 1, 
and. will be completed in ample time 
to receive beets. 

From present condition of beet fields 
a large tonnage is assured and the 
factory will produce about 20,000,000 
pounds of sugar.

The 
two young men prevented the gir! 
from drowning after she had been 
caught in the rapids of the Merced 
River while bathing with a party of 
young people. 
Both Jones and Masser risked their 
lives in saving that of Miss Pilisbury, 
all three having been dragged to ths 
bank in an almost senseless condition. 
The accident happened during @ camp- 
ing trip. Miss Pilisbury'’s brother, 
George E. Pillsbury, and other mem- 
bers of the party, were not present 
at the time of the accident, except 
Mrs. Pilisbury, who was on land. 
The girl got into deeper water than 
she had suspected and suddenly found 
herself carried away on the current. 
Masser was the first to see her plight 
and reached her just as she arose to 
the surface, after sinking for the first 
time.

tears, the unruffied informer unfolding a 
tale of ramified murder-mongering, as a 
cashier might check off his day's receipts, 
the secret vows and ceremonies, the dagger, 
the blood sign, the kisses, all these read to 
us today like the fantastic images of a ro- 
mancer’s brain. To those who live in our 
own land, where law is respected and order 
prevails, who are unacquainted with social 
conditions in Naples, the power of brigand- 
age with which the Italian governnient: is 
coping seems almost incredible. | 

But light is shed on the dark-Camorra by 
a patriotic world-wide organization, which 
may do more in the long run to exterminate 
the blackmailing curse from the sunny 


slopes of the Apennines than the iron cages | 


and armed guards of the Italian government. 
The Societa Dante Alighiera is doing mis- 
sionary work in raising the submerged 
masses of Italy from the ignorance al@%su- 
perstition which is too prevalent in the old 
empire of the Caesars. And in this good 
work the city of Los Angeles is already do- 
ing its share and will do more in the future 

‘the Italian colony here increases in 
wealth and influence. 

The Italian as a rule is frugal and capa- 
ble. The better class can hold its own with 
the same class in.any European country. 
But the Italian peasant is still plunged in 
ignorance and poverty and until his condi- 
tion is. bettered such societies as the Ca- 
morra gnd the Black Hand will never want 
for raw material. Luigi Dell’ Orto, the Ital- 
ian Consular Agent in Los Angeles, believes 
that in fifty years there will be no more 
such societies in Italy, that general educa- 
tion and the discipline instilled by service 
in the army will eliminate the spirit of law- 
lessness among the wild mountaineers.

celpts for advertising that is not worth a 
parched pea and mever goes anywhere, so- 
licited in the name of charity or of “boost- 
ing” or in some such guise. The way our 
men and brethren fall to these fakers passes 
human comprehension. : 


HERITAGE OF THE AGES. 

During the early weeks in May, from 
all parte of the British Isles and from every 
State in the Union, thousands of pilgrims 
will gather at the quaintly pretty village of 
Stratford, the Mecca of the literary world, 
to join in a great Shakespearean festival. 
The celebration will be universal, not na- 
tional. For Shakespeare belongs to America 
as truly as he belongs to England; yes, and 
to’ the whole world, as long as the human 
heart can be melted to tears or moved to 
laughter. 

in the small but exquisitely artistic thea- 
ter on the banks of the Avon Bensgn, with 
a troupe of famous players, will give daily 
presentations of all Shakespeare's miost 
noted dramas; and, we are safe in predict- 
ing, to crowded and enthusiastic audiences. 
For that beantiful spot in the heart of rural 
England, crowned with the spire of the an- 
cient church where Shakespeare was bap- 
tized and married and laid to rest, that spot 
where the peaceful Avon. winds between 
the wreen banks where the young poet first 
started to dream his immortal dreams, that 
classic spot surrounded by park and wood- 
land, beneath whose noble elms the high- 
spirited youth shot the forbidden deer and 
so rescued from oblivion the name of a 
pompous provincial squire, that. spot for all 
idealists is-saturated with the atmosphere 
of romance and poetry. 

Among the Shakespearefovers fillimg the 
town’ of Stratford during the month of May 


by no means the least enthusiastic will hail 


from the shores of the western continent. 
America has a right to claim the spirit of 
Shakespeare. Outside the works of the 
master himspif to be presented in the me- 
morial theater at this special festival only 
one play will be staged, and that play will 
be ‘he work of a young American girl 
dramatist. “The Piper,” Josephine Preston 
romaftic fantasy, which won the 
woerkl-prize offered by the Commemoration 
Committee in London, will be the only mod- 
ern drama deemed worthy of inclusion 
among the masterpieces of Shakespeare. Of 
all great actors none ever interpreted the 
spirit of the master-dramatist as convine- 
ingly as the two American actors, Booth 
and Barrett. In colloquial speech, even in 
slang expressions, the spirit of Shakespeare 
has impressed itself more evidently on the 
American than the English development of 
our common language. The Shakespeare 
Club is a typical American institution; it 


has no counterpart on the other side of the 


Atlantic. A Shakespearean repertoire, when 
presented by star actors, draws greater 
crowds in Los Angeles and even in meat- 
packing ‘Chicago than in blase London or 
commercial Liverpool. Certainly we have 
inherited the spirit of Shakespeare, though 
iis bones lie under the chance! in the Strat-

OST-IMPRESSIONISTS, 
Mankind is ruled by fads. Now fads 

are not necessarily hurtful, though, dissected 
by the sterilized lancet of science, they 
often appear ridiculous. Yet the prevalence 
of fads has gone a iong way in shaping the | 
destinies of a human race that still retains | 
to a considerable extent the follow-my-leader , 
instinct of the oblique-eyed sheep. | 
Just now in artistic circles a new fad is | 
very mich in vogue. This has been crowned | 
by the critica with the imposing name of | 


“Post-impressionism.” The idea is to sug- | :

gest a distinct meaning from a few disjoint- 
ed lines or a rough massing of lights and | 
shadows. For example, a set of shining | 
teeth beneath a pair of determined eye- | 
glasses, capped with the peak of a pith hel- | 
met, does duty for a finished portrait of a | 
prominent American. A confused mass of 


grays and greens and a ribbon of white may 
represent the Yosemite Falls. The art of 
the post-impressionist proceeds along the 
lines of the vanishing Cheshire cat in| 
“Alice in Wonderland” said cat being 
finally represented bY nothing but a broad 
grin. 


This is all very well in caricature; it isa. 
distinct advance on the practice of labeling 
the prominent person, depicted in a comic | 
eattoon, on the collar or hatband, for this 
shows a want of confidence on the part of 
the artist, either in the wits of the specta- 
tor or the worth of his own pencil. The 
post-impressionist never tags his drawing, 
but rather offers it as a Chinese puzzle to 
test the artistic insight of the scrutinizer. 
The ordinary layman naturally wishes to 
show his appreciation of a picture which 
has received the official indorsement of the 
brush and palette brigade. Therefore it is 
very heartrending to stand before a famous 
painting in an up-to-date picture gallery and 


wonderful sunset effect on the misty ocean, 
or the pink tinge on the face of a beautiful 
Phyllis, or the twilight color scheme of Lady 
Smith’s reception room, And just after you 
have let fall some sultable platitude as to 
the clever grouping of the two giant red- | 
woods, silhoueted against the dim foliage : 
in the middie distance, it\is dreadfully dis- 
concerting to turn to your catalogue and find 
that particular picture named, “Distant view 
of Sylvia Pankhurst in a harem skirt.” On 
euch occasions one feels kindly toward the 
comic cartoonists who label their pictures 
openly to prevent any misunderstanding. 
The process of post-impressionism, as iong 
as it is confined to works of art, need not 
disturb to any great extent the slumbers of 
the every-day man. But this principle of | 
gaining desired effects by faint and unfin- 
ished methods is creeping insidiously into 
other fields of human endeavor. We have 
the tendency illustrated in a great deal of | 
our modern literature, where a story or 
novel or poem has a maddening way of lift. 
ing us from the solid ground into the upper | 
atmosphere, only to leave us gasping at the | 
finish in the illimitable ether. eon 
We have it in the airy flightiness of many | 


modern politicians, who tickle the public ear | 
with glittering generalities concerning the | 
wicked interests—delightfully vague term— 
or the rights of man, or the oppression of | 
the few—what “man” or What “few” or. 
what “tyranny,” not specified. We wonder | 
how these impressionists would unfold them- 
selves if they were to tag their pictures. 

We have it in its most serious form in 
the floating of new religions and the propa- 
gation of new ethical] standards. The clean- 
cut, concise commands, “Thou shalt” and 
“Thou shalt not” of the Bible are dissipated | 
in ultra violet rays end purple reincarna- 
tions by the mystie creation of so-called 
Theosophy, which is neither wise nor god- 
ly. Individual responsibility for wrongdo- 
ing is swept away by the all-pervading ef-

“fect of auras and astral bodies, in the altru- 


istic obsessions of the Spiritualists. The 
unmistakable ailments of the body become 
siniply superfluity of thought under the guid- | 
ance of Christian Sclence. 

All this vague thinking is the post-impres- 
sionism of the painters run wild and ob- 
scured by incipient Insanity. That which 
we may be willing to accept from the hands 
of the artist, we sternly reject in the coun-

It 
would increase the revenues of the United 
States if imported blankets were used -by 
the people. ‘But jt would close the Amer- 
ican blanketimaking factories and throw 
tens of thoushnds of operatives out of em- 
ployment. Those who were discharged 
would necessarily crowd out of employment 
workmen in other industries and the gen- 
eral disaster: would be uncompensated by 
the general tfifling gain caused by a reduc- 
tion in the of blankets. 

Protection pursued to the point of prac- 
tically prohibiting importation of articles of 
general use would, it is true, lessen the rev- 
enues of the government from customs du- 
ties, but the ‘deficit could be made up by 
taxing articles 6f luxury used by wealthy 
people and algo by the imposition of a grad- 
uated income tax, by a corporation tax and,

The translators who prepared the King 
James edition—so called beeause.James. was 
King of England atthe time, and not bde- 
cause His Majesty had anything;to do with 
the work—were scholars who were quite as 
familiar with Greek and Hebrew as those of 
the present generation. As wag well said 
by John Fulton in his admirable review of 
their work, “they retained the genius of our 
mother tongue in its sublime simplicity and 
yet had learned that perfect art 6f composi- 
tion which turns words to music in their 
fiow.” The same writer, in speaking of the 
English revision, says, “the nineteenth cen- 
tury English of the Westminster revisers 
had an almost finical refinement, which is 
wholly foreign to the genius of the sacréd 
writings.” 4 

The American revision of the Bible has 
| been indorsed by some scholars and critics. 
| But “the fate of revisions of theiscriptures 
does not rest with scholars and crities. The 
ear of the people is true to something more 
essential than the subtleties of the gram- 
marian.” 2

The Bible reads: “There is no one among 
you who does not say.” The revisers have 
changed this to “Each one of you keeps say- 
ing.” “Keeps saying” Is vile English. “See 
that ye fall not out by the way” might as 
well ‘be translated into “Don’t fall out of the 
wagon.” “If” is substituted for “though” In 
“though one rise from the dead,” and 
“though I speak.” 

The .revisers were very squeamish in 
dealing with the songs of Solomon. They 
were as scrupulous as was the modest wo-n- 


piano.

The revisers say they “moored to the 
shore.”

Instead of the majestic words 
of the first verse of the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, “In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth,” they might have 
said, “At the outset the earth was slowly 
evolved from a nebulous mist,” and instead 
of the commandment, “Thou shalt not take 
the Mame of the Lord thy God in vain,” 
they might have substituted “People are for- 
bidden to speak cuss words.” ay

writings of the Apostie Paul are found in 
the thirteenth chapter of his epistle to the 
beginning with the. words 
“Though I speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels and have not charity Iam be- 
come as sounding brass or a tinkling cym- 
bal.” The revisers ruined the forte and 
changed the sense of this chapter by sub- 
stituting the word. love for the worf char- 
ity.

HE DARK CAMORRA. 

Many Times readers must have fol- 
lowed with amazement the reports from 
Naples of the extraordinary trial of the 
Camorrists, a trial which may take a year 
to complete. There is something so bizarre, 
s0 unmodern, so fantastic about the whole 
proceedings that we are apt to rub our eyes 
and fancy we are reading from some new | 
Arabian Nizhts entertainments. The pris- 
oners confined in fron cages like so many 
wiid beasts, the weird, uncanny priest, half

THE KING JAMES VERSION | 
AND THE REVISED BIBLE. 


BY TOM FITCH. : 

An innovation is not always an improve- 
ment, whether in costume, in science, in 
manners, in literature or in art. A striking 
instance of this truth is found in the ‘uni- 
versal refusal of the Christian world to ac- 
cept either the English or the Americag re 
vision of the scriptures as against the Hing 
James edition, which has been in use: for 
years. 

The translators who prepared the King 
James edition—so called beeause James was 


/King of England at the time, and not’ be 


cause His Majesty had anything to do with 
the work—-were scholars who were quite as 
familiar with Greek and Hebrew as thése of 
the present generation. As was well ‘said 
by John Fulton in his admirable review of 
their work, “they retained the genius of our 
mother tongue in its sublime simplicity aad 
yet had learned that perfect art of compesi- 
tion which turns words to music in their 
flow.” The same writer, in speaking ofthe 
English revision, says, “the nineteenth cten- 
tury English of the Westminster revisers 
had an almest finical refinement, which is 
wholly foreign to the genius of the sac 
writings.” | 
The American revision of the Bible jhas 
been indorsed by some scholars and critics. 
But “the fate of revisions of the scriptures 
does not rest with scholars and crities. The 
ear of the people is true to something more 
essential than the subtleties of the gram- 
marian.” | 
Much of the langrage of the Bible is part- 
ly or wholly allegorical, and to modernize 
it, or change it, is to strip it of much of its 
force and change its true meaning.

The revisers have 
changed this to “Each one of you keeps say- 
ing.” “Keeps saying” is vile English. “See 
that ye fall not out by the way” might as 
well be translated into “Don’t fall out of the. 
wagon.” “If” is substituted for “though” In 
“though one rise from the dead,” and 
“though I speak.” 
The .revisers were very squeamish ; in 
dealing with the songs of Solomon. They 
were as scrupulous as was the modest wom- 
an who put trousers on the legs of #er, 
piano. 
Mark vi:53 says they “drew to the shore.” 
The revisers say they “moored to the 
shore.” John xli:36 says, “Jesus did hide 
himself from them.” The revisers say Curt- 
‘ly, “Jesus hid himself.” 
Jesus said (Mark viii:17) “Have ye your 
heart yet ha: ‘ened.” The reyisers put in 
his mouth the stilted phrase, “Are your 
minds so slow of comprehension? 
Paul said (il Galatians 
James, Cephas and John, who seemed jo 
be pillars, perceived the grace that was 
given unto them, they gave to me and 
nabas the right hands of fellowship.” The 
revisers make Paul say, “They gave their 
hands in acknowledgment of us.as fellow- 
workers”—as closed-shop laborites on a 
strike might do. 
“Began to buffet him” is changed to “They 
kept striking him with a cane”—as if those 
engaged in the crucifixion carried canes. - 
Hades and sheol are substituted for hel}, 
and for “Be ye wise as serpents” we have 
“Be ye wise as snakes.” r 
In the zoological department the revisers 
have run riot. They call a porcupine a but- 
tern, a chameleon a monitor-lizard, an adder 
a horned snake, a coney a hydrax, an os- 
prey a short-toed eagle, a unicorn & bison, @ 
leviathan an alligator, and the Behemoth of 
Scripture is changed into the hippopotamus 
of the traveling circus. How would the Dem- 
ocratic candidate from Arizona for United 
States Senator like it if, instead of Buffale 
Bill, he should be called Unicorn William? 
It is a marvel that the revisers allowed 
any of the work of Moses to remain as it 
was written. Instead of the majestic words 
of the first verse of the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, “In the beginning God created the 


heavens and the earth,” they might have 


said, “At the outset the earth was slowly 
evolved from a nebulous mist,” and instead 
of the commandment, “Thou shalt not take 
the name of the Lord thy God in vain,” 
they might have substituted “People are for- 
bidden to speak cuss words.” 


The most eloquent and beautiful of all the 
writings of the Apostle Paul are found in 
the thirteenth chapter of his epistle to the 
Corinthians, beginning with the words 
“Though I speak with the tongues of men 
and of ange!s and have not charity I am be: 
come a8 sounding brass or a tinkling cym 
bal.’ The revisers ruined the force and 
changed the sense of this chapter by sub 
stituting the word, love for the word char 
ity. Charity of judgment may be sometimes 
the offspring of love, but love often warps 
the judgment and banishes charity alto- 
gether from consideration. “Charity vaunt-. 
eth not itself,” but love, as all men know, 
often indutges in a good deal of vaunting. 
“Charity suffereth long and is kind.” 
often suffereth but a short time and some-:

Aceording to the last report 
of the Housing Commission of Tos An.-

occupants have been found In a single 
room, while 6 per cent. of these people 
are living in one and two-room habita- 
tions. 
These courts. were a spontaneous

pay the rent ef an ordinary house, how- 
ever cheap. The worst places were those 
where the tenant paid a ground rent 
and built his own shelter. 
these were mere shacks 
é6f old tin cans, gunny sacks, and boxes. 
Other courts were rows of wooden 
sheds, put up by the landowner, with 
no regard to sanitary conditions or 
comfort. Still 
in the rear of old adobe buildings 
were former residences, div'ded into 
one or two-room apartments. 

The eondition of the courts has been 


or abandoned and others have been 
cleaned up and improved so as to give 
them some semblance of decent homes. 
When the small house, with a small 
plot of ground, is properly arranged 
and built, it Is far preferable tn this 
country especially, to the large build- 
ing which furnishes 
a large number of people. The “court” 


|plan is the right one for the congested 
districts of this city, when it is right- 


ly handled,
